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ZS) HE organization of the Dallas Art Association 
had its inception in the minds of the Art Com- 
~ mittee of the Public Library. In planning the 
OL library building Frank Reaugh, a well-known 
Texas artist, suggested that a room be properly lighted 
and arranged to be used as an Art Gallery. .When > 
completed. this room was most attractive, and the 
late J. S. Armstrong, himself a member of the build- 
ing committee, became so interested in the procur- 
ing of pictures that he offered to give one-half of 
any amount that could be raised for the purpose 
within a year. The personnel of this Art Committee 
was Mrs. Henry Exall, the late Mrs. Sydney Smith, 
Mrs. J. E. Schneider and Mrs. Geo. K. Meyer. In the 
autumn of 1902, Ammediately after the close of the 
State” Fair, “Mrs. Smith, then Superintendent, and in 
charge of the Loan Exhibition brought here by the Fair 
Association, arranged, with the balance of the Art Com- 
mittee, an exhibition to be held in the “New Art Gallery” 
of the Public Library building. From this exhibition 
two pictures were bought by popular vote. An admis- 
sion of twenty-five cents was charged—Mrs. C. E. Fargo 
being the first person to present herself, and paid one 
dollar admission—the first money collected for the Art 
Gallery. The pictures selected were “My Gondoliers © 
itchen,” by Herbert Faulkner, which received. Honor- 
abté Mention at Buffalo; ieee seth Moonrise by 
Childe Hassam—Frank Reaugh at thts tiie presenting 
to the Gallery one of his fine pictures of Western life: 
“The Road to the Brazos,Y and Gustave Wolfe of St. 
Louis, also honored the young Gallery by giving his 
landscape, “The Road to the Creek.” \In January, 1903, 
Mrs. Henry ‘Exellh-then President of the Board of Trus- 
tees of the Public Library, called for a meeting of all 
those citizens interested in the Art Gallery. About fifty 
responded, and the Dallas Art Association was organized. 
At this time there existed a Public School Art League, 
the members of which cooperated with the new organiza- 
tion, and thus was created an influence for spiritual and 
moral uplift far-reaching in its consequences, for the en- 
tire Southwest. | | | 
The plan of organization was.to get as many people 

as would do so to subscribe five dollars a year or more 
to the support of the Association. Eighty people re- 
sponded. “These subscribers met and elected a board of 
twenty-one Trustees to act as the executive body—the

Four of these have passed into the Great Beyond; 
six of the original members still serve the Cause. 

— April 28, 1903, Mrs. Henry Exall presented a cheque 

for one thousand dollars—the gift of the late Mrs. A. H. 
Belo. The size of the cheque bespoke the largeness of 
soul of the donor; also her confidence in the new organi- 
zation. With January 7, 1904, came Mr. Armstrong’s 
cheque for five hundred dollars—thus fulfilling his 
promise made to the Art Committee of the Public Li- 
brary. With these two gifts the young association went 
forward with visions of what was to be. It saw the 
establishment of the first Free Public Art Gallery in the 
great Southwest. It saw the Dallas Art Museum of the 
future, which shall be to this part of the country what 
“The Art Institute” is to Chicago. 
In 1904 E. J. Kiest presented to the Gallery a most 
beautiful still-life, “Study of Roses,” by R. J. Onderdunk, 
a pioneer of Texas artists, now living in San Antonio, 
and still doing splendid work. 

“Spring,” by Julian Onderdunk, was presented to the 
Gallery the next year by Mrs. E. J. Kiest, she having 
raised the fund to purchase it. 

In 1907, “Driving the Herd,” by Frank Reaugh, was 
purchased by popular subscription, supplemented by 
funds from the Association. 

Mr. Clifton Church succeeded Mrs. Dexter as Presi- 
dent in 1904, and continued to hold office until his re- 
moval to Boston in 1906. To Mr. Church too much 
praise cannot be given. In every way did he promote 
the interests of the Association, striving with the cour- 
age of his convictions to create and maintain a high 
standard of Art—which has become the most vital factors 
in its development. 
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In January, 1907, Mrs. A. V. Lane succeeded Mr. 
Church as President. In Mrs. Lane the organization had 
a worthy successor to Mr. Church. In every way did 
she endeavor to carry forward the high aims of those 
who proceeded her—adding many valuable suggestions 
and ideas which aided materially to the going forward 
of all the movements for strengthening the cause. 


In January, 1908, Mrs. T. L. Westerfield succeeded 
Mrs. Lane as President. ‘To her is due the suggestion of 
the social side of the Association. During her adminis- 
tration several social functions were inaugurated. ‘They 
tended to create a livelier interest and brought many 
people into touch with the Association who had not 
given the Gallery as much thought as they should have 
done. Perhaps no one thing has been a greater factor 
in enlarging the membership of the Association than has 
this idea of Mrs. Westerfield. 


In January, 1909, Mrs. George K. Meyer succeeded 
Mrs. Westerfield as President. Each succeeding year 
she has been unanimously re-elected to fill this office, 
and each succeeding year has she outgeneraled herself 
in efficiency, in capability, in great executive ability. 
The Association is to bé congratulated that it has been 
able to retain at its head a woman of so great initiative, 
of unbounded faith and perseverance, and of love and de- 
votion to the cause. 


The Association has had but one Treasurer—Mrs. E. 
J. Kiest. For her untiring effort in the arduous work of 
her office the Association is greatly in her debt. She has 
seen the membership fluctuate from eighty in 1903 to 
forty-five in 1905—pulse up a little in 1906 to fifty-three, 
then go forward to the present enrollment—two hundred 
and twenty-three. 


The Association now has a list of subscribers who pay 
twenty-five dollars a year, and another list who pay ten 
dollars, but the Association is mainly supported by the 
five dollar subscribers. 

In 1909 the State Fair of Texas having completed its 
handsome fire-proof Fine Arts building at Fair Park, and 
the Association feeling the need of larger quarters, open- 
ed negotiations with the City through Mr. Edgar Pike, 
representing the Park Board, looking toward the placing 
of the collection in this building, and of presenting the 
same to the City to become its property. Thus the Gal- 
lery would be recognized as a permanent institution, and 
the public given a better opportunity to view these pic- 
tures than was possible in the Library building. 
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The Park Board has been very kind and liberal with 
the organization, cooperating with it whenever and 
wherever it could for the advancement of the cause. It 
pays for a custodian who keeps the Gallery open every 
Wednesday, Saturday and Sunday afternoons from 2:30 
to 5:30 o’clock, free to the public, and also pays all the 
running expenses of the Gallery, including the expense 
of the Spring Exhibition. 


The contract with the City was signed in March, 
1909, S. J. Hay, Mayor, and M. N. Baker, of the Park 
Board, acting for the City, and Mrs. T. L. Westerfield 
and Mrs. J. E. Cockrell for the Art Association. 


On April 17, 1909, the pictures having been hung in 
the Gallery, they were formally presented and became 
the property of the City—Mrs. Meyer, President, acting 
for the Association, and Mr. Charles Gillespie receiving 
them on behalf of the City. 


In the contract the management and control of the 
Gallery, together with the selection and purchase of pic- 
tures, is vested in the Dallas Art Association. No one 
can hang a picture without the consent of the Hanging 
Committee of the Art Association. The standard was 
set high in the beginning, and has-been so maintained. 


The State Fair of Texas has been most liberal and 
generous to the Gallery. Since 1909 it has purchased 
(and placed in the Gallery) from the exhibitions, which 
each October it has brought here, six fine canvasses of 
notable American artists. By these exhibitions the Fair 
Association has made it possible for the people of Texas 
to see good exhibitions of American art, which otherwise 
they could not have done. These collections have been 
brought together by Julian Onderdunk, and last year 
by his father, R. J. Onderdunk. 


Perhaps no woman in Dallas has ever done for the 
cause of Art what the late Mrs. Sydney Smith did by her 
persistent effort for the establishing of Art in this City, 
and by personal assistance and encouragement to artists. 
Her passing away in the very infancy of the Association 
was a great loss. She gave of herself her time and ability 
without stint, and lo! the Association sees now the fruit 
thereof. 


The Association is entirely dependent on voluntary 
contributions. 

In presenting this history of the organization as a 
“Foreword” to its first catalogue it feels that it now has 
something worth while, and that the Gallery means much 
to Dallas and Texas, and is a valuable asset to the City.
